EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.3 12.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, line directly before the term "possessing" inserted, -said line of input shafts-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regard to claim 
1, the prior art of record does not disclose or otherwise suggest a drive device in a structure 
comprising an aligned line of inlet shafts coupled together end to end, first and second angle 
torque takeoffs each having an outlet shaft perpendicular to a respective shaft of the line of inlet 
shafts and each outlet shaft coupled to the inlet of a reversible gear box for gear reduction whose 
outlet shaft carries a respective pinion, the two pinions meshing a rack, wherein the inlet shaft 
end-to-end coupling is by an elastically deformable torque transmission member and wherein 
said line of inlet shafts has a clutch means connected to at least one end of one of the line of inlet 
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shafts and wherein the other end of is provided with a releasable engagement means whereby 
slack between the pinions and rack may be eliminated by disconnecting the aligned inlets shafts 
at the end-to-end connection then manually actuating the releasable engagement means thereby 
eliminating any slack between the dual pinion engagement of the rack.
